Carter, who makes a two-day visit 
to the Middle West and West later 
this month, hopes to bring strong 
public pressure on the committee. 
He expressed the hope that "the 
American people. will join with me" 
is fighting for the proposals. 

“In April, when our national 
energy -policy was presented to 
. Congress and the people, 2 said this 
was tbe moral equivalent of war;. 1 
haven't changed my mind," Carter 
said. 

"As In the case of war, there is 
potential war profiteering in the 


energy process.... This could result in 
the biggest ripoff in energy history. " 

Carter said his proposals to con- 
tinue federal regulation of oil and 
natural gas prices are fair, and offer 
the industry adequate incentives to 
seek new sources of energy. 

He said his energy programme is 
“fair, it's well-balanced, it assures 
that the American people are not 
robbed.” 

With Energy Secretary James 
Schlesinger seated nearby, Carter 
‘said tbe "biggest question" facing 
the country was, “Do we have the 
will as a nation to cut down our oil 
imports?" 

The American Petroleum 
Institute, an oil industry organiza- 
tion, had no immediate comment on 
tbe president's statements.

rael won’t discuss S. Lebanon under fire

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
yesterday again defended as "good" 
the Carter-Vance-Dayan working 
paper for tbe Geneva talks. He was 
replying in the Knesset to an urgent 
motion for the agenda presented by 
Alignment leader Shimon Perea. 
The House voted 41-28 against the 
> motion, with seven abstentions: 
those of the Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality (DPPE), 
Shmuel Toledano of the Democratic 
Movement for Change, Poalel 
Agudat Yisrael, and Shelli. 

It also voted 41-29 against an alter- 
native motion presented by the 
DMCs Melr Amit to refer the matter 
to the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee. Here t here were four 
abstentions: DFPE and PAY. 

Dayan chided Peres for having, as 
indicated by his remarks, confused 
the contents of the working paper 
with those of the U.S.-Soviet state- 
ment. He said that as a member of' 
the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee, to which Dayan had 
read the text on Wednesday, Perea 
should bave known better, and he 
then read the full text of the paper to 
the House. 

Elaborating on the clauses of the 
paper, Dayan explained, first, that 
the Geneva conference would open 


with the participation of a united 
Arab delegation. This would include 
Palestinian Arabs, but no one 
representing the PLO. Dayan said: 
"If any member of the delegation 
declares himself to be representing 
the PLO. we shall refuse to sit with 
him." Tacitly, however, he conceded 
Peres' charge that Israel had agreed 
"not to check the credentials’* of the 
Palestinian representatives. 

After the opening session, the 
delegates would break up into 
bilateral working groups. ' 

Where Judea, Samaria and tbe 
Gaza Strip are concerned, the group 
would consist of Israel on one side, 
and Jordan, Palestinian Arabs and 
Egypt on the other. But whereas the 
other working groups would 
negotiate territorial and border 
changes and peace treaties, this one 
would only "discuss the issues," 
which are: Jewish-Arab co- 
existence and equal rights for Jews 
and Arabs in Judea-Samarla. 

The problem of the refugees — 
both the Palestinian refugees and 
Jewish refugees from the Arab lands 
— would be discussed, as the parties 
. determine. Israel proposes that this 
format be left open In this manner, 
Dayan said, because of the large 
numbers of Palestinian refugees liv- 
ing in countries — a notable example

WASHINGTON. — The United 
States would like Israel to recon- 
sider its position on tbe question 
of Palestinian representation at 
a reconvened Geneva peace con- 
ference, by agreeing that 
Palestinians not currently living 
on the West Bank or the Gaza 
Strip may participate. 

Israel's, current position, as ex- 
plained yesterday in the Knesset and 
on several previous occasions by 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, Is 
that only Palestinians actually living 
in the West Bank or the Gaza Strip at 
this time qualify- He rejected the 
participation of Palestinians living 
outside these areas, even if they are 
not members of the PLO. 

This problem is but one of many 
still-unresolved issues on the ques- 
tion of Palestinian representation 
standing in the way of a new con- 
ference. 

American officials said yesterday 
that the U.S. was continuing Its in- 
tensive consultations with the Arab 
states and Israel on this touchy 
matter. 

The U.S. -Israel “working paper” on 
procedures for Geneva Is deliberately 
ambiguous on several matters affec- 
ing Palestinian representation at 
Geneva, such as who those 
Palestinians should be and how they 
should be chosen. The "working 
paper" merely says that "Palesti- 
nian Arabs" may participate in the 
united Arab delegation. 

American officials fear that 
Israel's restrictions on Palestinians 
eligible for the conference will not be 
acceptable to Syria, which is still 
calling for formal PLO participation 
"on an equal footing." 

Informed diplomatic sources here 
said that Egypt and Jordan are 
believed to be ready to accept the 
vague U.S.-Israeli “working paper." 
but that they are awaiting tbe Syrian 
response before officially com- 
municating their reply. 

Regarding Palestinian representa- 
tion at Geneva, the Americana 
believe that, by restricting the 
representatives to those 
Palestinians currently living on the 
West Bank or in the Gaza Strip. 
Israel Is making it more difficult for 


the Arabs to accept a compromise 
which would rule out well-known 
PLO members but not PLO “sup- 
porters or sympathizers.'’ 
Reportedly, the Americans believe 
that .some sort of formula which 
would allow West Bank and Gaza 
Strip mayors as well as other non- 
PLO officials living outside those 
two regions to participate at Geneva 
would have a better chance of win- 
ning Arab approval. 

At the State Department yester- 
day, spokesman Hod ding Carter told 
reporters that the U.S. and Israel are 
in full agreement on the “working 
paper," but not on all the details of 
Palestinian representation. 

He said that the U.S. Is currently 

trying- to narrow the gap between tbe 

Israeli and Arab positions on Palesti- 
nian representation. 

He also said that the U.S. has not 
officially presented the "working 

paper" to the Soviet Union, despite 
earlier U.S. -Soviet cooperation in 
issuing a joint statement on the Mid- 
dle East. He would not say whether 
the Soviets were using their in- 
fluence in Syria or among the PLO to 
accept the draft Amertcan-Israell 
formula. 

David Landau adds from 
Jerusalem: 

A high official in Jerusalem said 
last night that no request had ac- 
tually been received from the U.S. 
that Israel reconsider Its position on 
Palestinians not living on the West 
Bank. 

The official explained that Israel's 
position rejecting such Palestinians 
was grounded In Its belief — express- 
ed by Dayan in the Knesset yester- 
day — that Palestinian refugees liv- 
ing abroad should settle permanent- 
ly in their countries of residence, and 
that Israel should discuss the future 
of the West Bank and Gaza with 
those Palestinians who actually live 
there now. 

Israel will accept any local Palesti- 
nian — provided he Is not known to be 
a PLO member and does not 
proclaim that he represents the 
organization. 

It, however, the PLO proclaims 
that such a Palestinian does repre- 
sent it — while he himself says 
nothing — that apparently would not 
bar his participation.

The newly-appointed overall army 
commander of Southern Lebanon 
yesterday took over his head- 
quarters in the . port city of Sldon 
prior to the sending of troops to the 
area, probably over the weekend, 
Beirut reports said last night. 

The move by Cbl. Rafik e-Zein was 
seen by observers as indicator of 
whether or not ’ Lebanon can again 
govern itself. For the past year the 
only authority in the country has 
been -the 30,000-strong Syrian- 
dominated Arab peace-keeping force 
which quelled a 20- month civil war. 
However, Southern Lebanon, from 
which the Syrians were barred by 
Israel, has been the scene of con- 
tinued confrontations between local 
Christian militias and Palestinlan- 
leftlst intruders. 


The two camps on September 28 
were subjected to an American- 
mediated cease-fire. This was 
negotiated with the Lebanese 
authorities as well as Syria and 
Israel. There have been sporadic 
violations of the cease-fire all along 
the lOTkrns. border with Israel. 

Before the war. the Lebanese 
army numbered about 17,000 men. 
Now it is reduced to about 3,000. A 
1,400-man contingent has been 
assigned to the border region, and 
will be under the direct command of 
Lt. Col. Adib Saad and head- 
quartered at the Inland market town 
of Nabatiyeh. Saad moved to 
Nabatiyeb on Wednesday. 

An estimated 5,000 Palestinian 
terrorists are believed to be in the 
border region.

Lisbon sees PLO as ‘counter-balance’ 


LISBON (UPI). — Prime Minister 
Mario Soares, seeking to counter- 
balance Portugal’s diplomatic 
recognition of Israel, said yesterday 
he had no objections to the Palestine 
Liberation Organization opening an 
office in Lisbon. 

“There is nothing to impede tbe 
PLO from opening a delegation in 
Lisbon as in any other European 
country," he said in an interview’ 
with the national news agency Anop. 

Soares offered- the concession in 


the face of. persistent Arab pressure 
to reverse his decision to exchange 
ambassadors with Israel. 

Politicians said Soares' decision to 
make this move was one of the 
reasons behind the resignation of 
Foreign Minister Jose Medeiros 
Ferreira earlier this week. 

Meanwhile, the PLO may open an 
office In Kingston, Jamaica. It was 
learned Wednesday. The Jamaican 
Foreign Ministry confirmed that a 
request to open one had been filed.

U.S.: Release 
of Paper 
not damaging

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance last night said 
that he does not believe Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan's release of 
the six-clause U.S. -Israeli working 
paper on procedures for the Geneva 
conference caused "any damage" to 
prospects for reconvening the con- 
ference. 

Speaking to reporters after a 
closed-door session on the Middle 
East and strategic arms with the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. Vance said that the U.S. 

| "will make sure that the text gets to 
I the Arabs promptly." 

The Secretary also denied reports 
In the Israeli press that' the Dayan- 
Carter talks in Washington were 
"brutal." He said: "I would not 
agree with that. 

"We are and will always be deep 
friends and allies with Israel," he 
continued, adding that the U.S. was 
committed to Israel's security. "I'm 
sure that we can overcome any 
differences," he said. 

Regarding the working paper, 
Vance said the U.S. is now awaiting 
the views of the Arab countries. 
Once Washington gets these views, 
he continued, it will consider them 
along with those of Israel. He stress- 
ed that the document was "merely a 
working paper," not a final formula. 

Asked whether the Palestine 
Liberation Organization will par- 
ticipate at Geneva. Vance said: "I 
believe there will be Palestinians 
there." But he said that “no con- 
clusion” has been reached on who 
those Palestinians should be. 


3. The West Bank and Gaza lssnes 
will be discussed in a working group 
to consist of Israel. Jordan, Egypt, 
and the Palestinian Arabs. 

4. The eolation of the problem of the 
Arab refugees and of tbe Jewish 
refugees will be discussed in accor- 
dance with terms to be agreed upon.

Egypt’s National Security 
Council will meet tomorrow to 
work out that country's response 
to the “working paper" outlining 
procedural aspects of reconven- 
ing the Geneva peace talks.

The Egyptians are trying to 
muster a unified Arab response to 
the document, which the U.S. sent to 
the four Arab capitals in the form ap- 
proved by the Israel Cabinet late 
Tuesday night. The Egyptians ore 
consulting to that end with the other 
Arab states as well as with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

Egypt, Jordan and Lebanon have 
maintained an unusual silence so 
far. But Syria's government- 
controlled daily “Al-Thawra" 
yesterday rejected as "no change" 
the Israel Cabinet’s approval of the 
U.S.-Israeli plan and said the Israeli 
move would complicate the search 
for a Middle East settlement. 


Only hours after the paper hit the 
streets, the U.S. ambassador in 
Damascus. Richard Murphy, con- 
ferred with Foreign Minister Abdel 
Halim Khaddam. Syrian officials 
declined to give details of the 
meeting. 

Reports from Damascus yester- 
day said the Soviet Union had sent a 
message to the Syrian leadership, 
but no details were disclosed. The 
Syrians stated earlier that they had 
asked both the Soviets and the 
Americans for clarification of their 
recent Middle East policy state- 
ment, which acknowledged the 
“legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people" but failed to mention tbe 
Arab demand for "total" Israeli 
withdrawal to the pre-1967 war fron- 
tiers.

Brzezinski the villain in issuance of U.S.-Soviet statement 
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WASHINGTON. — It can now be 
revealed that tie October 1 U.S.- 
Soviet statement on the Middle 
East, which recognized “the 
legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian people,” brought to a head 
the already tense relationship in 
the' White House between 
National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski and top 
political aide Hamilton Jordan. 

Jordan was furious that Brzezinski 
had cleared the Joint statement with 
the President without bothering to 
inform anyone else on Carter's staff. 
In fact, even Vice-President Walter 
Mondale is reliably reported to have 
been unaware of the statement until 
after it was released. 

Mondale, moreover, was already 
angry at Brzezinski for talking about 
U.S. ‘.'leverage" on the Middle East 
parties during an interview with 
Canadian Television — despite the 
Vice-President's solemn pledge in 


his June address in San Francisco 
that the U.S. would never use its 
military or economic assistance 
programme to Israel as a means' of 
political pressure. 

Although Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance Is taking '‘credit” for the con- 
cept of a joint communique with the 
Soviets. Brzezinski, who supported 
the idea, was charged with winning 
the President’s approval. 
Brzezinski. who -meets with Carter 
daily to brief him on overnight 
developments affecting national 
security, Is said to have given the 
President an overly optimistic 
assessment of the reaction the state- 
ment was likely to evoke in Israel. 

Brzezinski and his Middle East 
aide, William Quandt, agreed with 
Vance that it' was a good Idea to try 
to lock the Soviets into a “moderate” 
position on the Middle East- This had 
long been Vance's personal opinion 
— an assessment not shared by all of 
his deputies at the State Depart- 
ment 


Under-Secretary of State Philip 
Habib, for example, is a respected, 
no-nonsense professional diplomat 
who immediately recognized the pit- 
falls of the communique. 

He and others agreed that if the 
U.S. was finally going to recognize 
Palestinian “rights” — something 
Washington had consistently refused 
to do since the Six Day War — it was 
best to do it unilaterally, without the 
Russians. Why let Moscow get the 
credit in the Arab world for squeez- 
ing this change of position out of the 
U.S.? 

Hamilton Jordan, who today Is 
probably closer to Carter than 
anyone else in the top White House 
echelon now that Bert Dance has 
returned to Georgia, was Irate 
when, on Saturday evening, October 
1 . he learned about the Joint state- 
ment from the radio. 

Here be was, responsible for main- 
taining the President's popularity 
among the public, the Gongress, and 
the Democratic Party, without hav- 


ing had any input whatsoever on a 
statement which was obviously go- 
ing to affect support for the Presi- 
dent.

' Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
told a special session of the Knesset 
yesterday that nobody was dictating 
to the government on settlement in 
the areas, but the government was 
willing to allow all groups-to settle in 
line with their beliefs and with 
national policy. 

Replying to an urgent motion for 
the agenda by the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change, Sharon admitted 
that certain political imperatives did 
affect the tempo of settlement pro- 
jects. 

Sharon's call to strike the DMC 
motion off the agenda won with 44 
votes, against 27. with four absten- 
tions. 

The Gush Emunim settlers in the 
hills of Samaria were mature people 
who had left homes, jobs, 
professions and comforts, he said. 
They were the most idealistic trend 
in the Zionist movement since the 
era of "stockade and watchtower” in 
1936-1938. 

“Israel can be proud of the Gush 
Emunim settlers. The Knesset 
should send them a warm message 
of encouragement. They are carry- 
ing out the most important political 
activity possible under present-day 
circumstances.” Sharon sold. 

He noted that GuBh sites in 
Samaria contained larger numbers 
by far than settlements set up under 
the previous government. In places 
like Na'aran and Neve Ativ along the 
eastern borders. 

The trouble is that too many 
Israelis are swallowing their pride 


and abasing themselves before the 
“goy," Sharon said. 

"Who's the goy?" called out Druse 
MK Zeidan Attashi (DMC) . 

“You are, of course," quipped 
Charlie Biton (DFPE), who was 
bubbling over with back-bench wit 
throughout the session. 

Sharon also warned that the Likud 
government could find itself* back in 
opposition if It abandoned its Ideals. 
The state needed a vital elan, like 
settlement in the areas to attract 
Diaspora Jewry, he believed, reeling 
off & string of statistics about 
Israel's anticipated population in the 
year 2000. 

He denied that he had ever talked 
in a press interview about secret 
settlement operations. “All Z said 
was that not every settlement opera- 
tion bad been given publicity.” He 
criticized the media for making a big 
fuss about two new sites near Latrun 
on this aide of the “green tine.” He 
also denied there had ever been a 
plan to put the Gush Emunim 
settlers into IDF uniform. 

In his motion, Shmuel T&mir 
(DMC) devoted most of his time to 
the U.S.-Israel working paper. It was 
untrue that Israel had no choice but 
to bow to dictates from outside, 
T amil- insisted. Even though Israel 
was dependent on the U.S., a strong 
and stable Israel was Important for 
America, too. He said there was no 
sense in turning settlement into a 
new bone of contention, on the eve of 
Geneva, with the U.S. and with 
Israel's other friends in the world.

Yadin meets Vance 

WASHINGTON. — DMC leader - 
Ylgael Yadin met yesterday with 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance to 
review current U.S. efforts to 
resolve the Arab-Israel conflict.

We do not de- 
mand Israeli sovereignty there, but 
we do demand that the Jordan River 
shall be our eastern security 
border.” And he stressed several 
times that "the issues” to be discuss- 
ed by the Israel-Egypt-Jordan- 
Palestinian Arab working group 
where Judea-S&marla are concerned 
are Jewish-Arab co-existence and 
equal rights. 

Finally, the working paper 
stipulated that any changes In the 
format of the talks would be made 
only by agreement of all the parties. 

Dayan opened his reply by stating 
that Israel had Informed the U.S. 
that “we categorically' reject the 
U.S.-Soviet statement” because it ig- 
nored Resolutions 242 and 338 — by 
now speaking of the “legitimate 
rights of the Palestinians," which - 
243 does not mention; by speaking of 
a “peace settlement” instead of the 
"just and lasting peace" called for in 
242; and by speaking of new 

elements to the whole process even 
without .the jprior agreement of the 
sides.

Alignment's motion, called the work- 
ing paper “an expression of the most 
pess i m i stic programme any Israel 
government has ever come up with." 

Dayan's repeated emphasis on the 
' format of Palestinian participation

The municipal schools, in Ms view, 
were often staffed by indifferent and 
unqu alifi ed teachers and it was 
almost impossible to fire them owing

Municipal secondary schools* 
however, compared faveumbly with 
the private schools, he said. 


Although the latter still had a “snob 
appeal** and often offered much 
more intensive instruction in foreign 
languages, the municipal secondary 
schools fid better in terms of ex- 
amination results, Natur claimed. 

Although the municipality has 
opened two special education classes 
(for slightly retarded children) this 
year, few of the facilities that exist in 
Jewish schools are to be found in 
East Jerusalem schools. There are 
no active classrooms, classes for 
children with learning or 
behavioural problems or classes tor 
gifted children. As in West 
Jerusalem, there is also a lack of 
buildings, with apartment houses 
sometimes rented as school 
premises. 

Jordanian law requires com- 
pulsory education from the age of 
six, but the municipality has opened 
kindergartens for five-year-olds and 
is planning to do so for younger 
children as well. However, in a visit 
to what Natur described as an 
"average" kindergarten, the 
teacher admitted that she had no for- 
mal training beyond a high school 
certificate. She had had no contact 
either with Jewish educators or 
supervisors, and by West Jerusalem 
standards her kindergarten was 
shabby and poorly equipped. 

- There is also no supervisor of 
kindergartens in the Arab Education 
Department.

They were resting in their hotels last 
night and will leave Jerusalem this 
morning to continue on their tours. 

Helen Cowan, 60, of Manchester, 
Lotte Archenhold, 67, of London. 
Sylvia RosJang, 49, and Janet 
Naalen, 70, were walking from the 
Plaza Hotel toward the Eyal Hotel 
about 10.30 p.m. when they were 
wounded by stray bullets. 

The bullets were fired by a 21- 
year-old Haga (Civil Defence) 
soldier who told police he had fired 
Into the air to prevent four drunken 
youths from grabbing his weapon. 

The soldier, from East Talplot, 
said four young men swaggered up 
to him and he heard one of them aay . 
"Let’s get his gun.” 

Police said the four were coming 
from a wedding and were "apparent- 
ly drunk.” 

Lotte Archenhold, reached at the 
Eyal Hotel last night, said the vic- 
tims planned to continue their holi- 
day tour. She arid she was feeling 
very well despite her bandaged 
shoulder and added. “Everyone has 
been very nice. I don't want to make 
a big fuss about this.”

Berkeley fraternities warned 
to quit harassing Jews 

BERKELEY, California (API. — 

Fraternity Row at the University of 
California is being threatened with 
liquidation if fraternity members 
continue to harass Jews. 

Chancellor Albert Bowker warned 
the Inter-Fraternity Council (XFC) 
on Wednesday that campus 
privileges and university staff 
assistance to fraternities and 
sororities at Berkeley would be cut 
off If vandalism against Jewish 
organizations continues. 

In a letter to John Cunba, presi- 
dent of the council, Bowker said re- 
cent vandalism against the Hillel 
Foundation and the Habad House at 
Berkeley led him to believe 
members of Greek houses were con- 
tinuing to harass Jews on campus. 

Meanwhile, the president of the 
Hebre w University Students’ Union 
(KZJ8U) yesterday sent (be following 
cable to his counterpart on tee 
Berkeley campus: “The HU8U con- 
demns the barbaric action carried 


out against Jewish students in your 
campus. According to our infonna- 
tlon sources, members of yonr 
students onion Joined these ac- 
tivities. We ask and demand that yen 
put an end to the action, which con- 
.tradlets tee democratic tradition of 
the U.S.*’ 

Repeated acta of harassment last 
spring, Including crudely printed 
swastikas and verbal taunts referr- 
ing to Hitler, were blamed on frater- 
nity men living in nearby Greek 
houses. 

Cunha said he didn't know whether 
fraternities were responsible for the 
vandalism two weeks ago. The 
judiciary committee of the IFC waa 
investigating the affair, he added. 

Rabbi Bteve Robbins of Hillel said: 
“I’m very happy that the chancellor 
will go to whatever limits needed to 
ensure friendly or at least peaceful 
relations with the fraternities. The 
statement Is as strong as I asked 
for." 


Anti-Zionist resolution at London U.

LONDON. — Students at London 
University's School of Oriental and 
African Studies (SO AS) yesterday 
passed a resolution, by 59 votes to 81, 
branding Zionism as racism and for- 
bidding any society or individual to 
use any of the Student Union 
facilities for Zionist purposes. 

SOAS-has only a handful of Jewish . 
students, including one or two 
Israelis/ but has a large proportion 
of Arab' and Third World students. It 
haa no Jewish Society at the mo- 
ment, but one was in the process of 
being formed. It Is doubtful now 
whether It will be allowed. 

The motion was moved jointly by 
the Trotskyist International Socialist 
Workers' Party and the General 


Union of PalPstinlitn Students. 
Amendments tabled by the Union of 
Jewish Students were defeated. 

A spokesman for the UJS told me 
that tiie passing of the motion waa 
"very serious” and it showed what 
was likely to happen during the pre- 
sent academic year In other British 
universities. 

The motion is part of a campaign 
by Arab ac ti vis ts at 'British 'Qnivnr^ 
sities to persuade the National Union 
of Students to pass a motion. at its an- 
nual conference in December out- 
lawing Jewish student societies. 

The current president of the NUS 
is Sue Slipman. a Jew and a Com- 
munist. She spoke at yesterday’s 
debate against banning the use of 
students’ facilities to Individuals. 


Jordan plane over Eilat 

TEL AVIV (AP) . — A private Jorda- 
nian aircraft strayed over Eilat 
yesterday and then veered east and 
landed at Akaba, airport officials 
reported. 

They said the Beechcraft ap- 
proached Eilat airport and Israeli' 
air traffic controllers told the pilot 
he was approaching an Israeli air- 
port. The plane quickly turned east 
and landed at Akaba airport about 24 
kllometrea from Eilat. 

Airport officials said Israel made 
no attempt to intercept the Jorda- 
nian plane.

BONN (AP). — Two enlisted airmen 
will be punished for exchanging 
"Hell Hitler” Briutea in a guard duty 
prank at the front gate of a West Ger- 
man air base, a military spokesman 
said yesterday. 

The disclosure came a week after 
11 German army officers were 
suspended from dirty for taking part 
in a mock "burning of Jews" at the 
Buadeswehr (armed forces) univer- 
sity in Munich. 

There was no Indication of any link 
between the two incidents. Military 
officials have insisted that pro-Nazi 
activities are rare in the 490,000- 
member Bundeswehr. 

A Luftwaffe spokesman sold two 
airmen exchanged the forbidden 
Hitler greeting and straight-armed 
Nazi salutes last Sunday at the 
Luftwaffe base at Rheine in northern 
Germany. 

Witnesses informed the base com- 
mander. who questioned the pair and 
determined their action "had no 
political background," the 


spokesman said. 

"It was a simple-minded prank by 
two airmen who have no troop super- 
visory functions. But they have to be 
dealt with according to stringent 
military standards,” he arid. 

A decision on punishment haa not 
yet been made. One of the airmen is 1 
a draftee serving for 15 months and 
the other a four-year enlistee. Both 
are in their early 20s, he said. 

The “Frankfurter Rundschau” 
called the case "another neo-Nazi in- 
cident in the Bundeswehr" In its 
report yesterday. That newspaper 
last month disclosed the anti-Semitic 
incident at tee armed forces univer- 
sity in Munich. 

The Anti-Fascism Federation in 
West Germany yesterday reported 
that a former SS officer is teaching 
history at the Bundeswehr Universi- 
ty in Munich. The federation's jour- 
nal, “Die Tag,” identified the man 
as Ernst Nuetner, a Sudetenlander 
who had joined the Nazi Party and 
the SS in 1938. 
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Shatta murder accessory 
gets three years in jail 
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NAZARETH (Itim). — One of the 16 
Shatta prisoners charged with the 
murder of fellow inmate Yefet 
Nagar in June last year waa yester- 
day sentenced to three years in jail 
for his part In the crime. 

Yitzhak Mash 'all admitted earlier 
this month that he had abetted the 
slaying of Nagar by keeping watch In 
the prison's 'kitchen courtyard 
while hla fellows went about their 
business, and afterwards hid the 
knife they had used to kill him. 

All 16 accused appeared in the 
District Court yesterday under 
heavy police escort to hear Mash'ali 
sentenced. Mash'ali stood silently In 
the dock while his sentence was be- 
ing read out, and appeared unruffled 
even when one of the other accused 
men yelled out: "We'll meet again 
sometime!” 


The judges noted they had 
accepted Mash'ali 'a claim that while 
he knew that they were “going to 
play it” — the prison argot for an at- 
tack on a fellow inmate — he had no 
idea that his comrades Intended to 
actually kill Nagar. 

Mash’ali’s counsel asked the 
court to order that the prisoner be 
placed in a prison where he was in no 
danger of being attacked for "break- 
ing frith” with his fellows. But the 
judges held that it was the respon- 
sibility of the Prisons Authority to 
decide on the placement of 
prisoners. 

Mash'ali la expected to testify at 
the trial of the 15 remaining 
suspects, as a prosecution witness. 

On the bench were judges Theodor 
Orr,- Natan Weinberger and Reuven 
Ben Horin.

KERYAT-GAT (Itim). — Displaying 
almost unbelievable bravery, 
residents of an apartment building 
here rescued two infants and a 
toddler trapped in a blaze which 
yesterday morning raged through 
seven apartments, causing damage 
estimated at 11050,000 and leaving 
two families homeless. 

The fire started in the ground-floor 
apartment of a four-storey building 
In Rehov Morasha at about 9.30 
yesterday morning. Shoahana 
Rahelma, 23, told reporters 
afterwards that she had just turned 
on the new stereo set which her hus- 
band, David, had brought home the 
previous evening, when it burst into 
flames. She ran out into the stairway 
to call for help, but the flames 
spread into the stairwell, preventing 
her from returning to the apartment. 

Shoshana’a first thought was for 
her small son Eyal, aged 8, who was 
trapped in his bedroom; two other 
children, Ofer, axed 7, and Mala, 
aged 6, were already at school. Aided 
by a neighbour, insurance agent Eli 
Levi, she dashed into the burning 
apartment and managed to rescue 
Eyal. who had taken refuge In a cup- 
board. 

It was some 10 minutes before the 
fire brigade arrived, as although 
firemen responded promptly to tee 
alert, some time passed before 
anyone could get to a telephone. 
Meanwhile, the blase spread to the 
upper floors of the building. 

Beni Cohen, 21 , who lives on an 
adjacent staircase, told how he had 
rushed over to help and came across 
a pregnant woman trapped on the 
third floor of the building. The 
firemen had arrived by this time, 
and he tried to persuade her to es- 


cape by way of the ladder they had 
extended Into the blaze- She refused, 
and insisted on returning to her 
fourth-floor apartment, where her 
seven-month-old infant, Dudu, waa 
trapped. Beni accompanied her, and 
they found the baby unhurt. The 
mother then climbed down the 
ladder to safety, along with her in> 
/ant 

An even more dramatic rescue 
story was told by 21-year-old Hanna 
Batito, who was looking after her 
baby niece, Yamlt, while her sister 
waa put shopping. When the flames 
reached the second-floor apar- 
tment. Hanna grabbed -her 
niece and rushed out onto the 
balcony. She yelled to someone 
below to get ready to catch the In- 
fant, and then tossed her to safety 
over the railing. She then leaped 
over herself, landing in a blanket 
held out by neighbours. 

Other residents of the building also 
related how they had jumped to safe- 
ty from upper-floor apartments, all 
landing safely In the blankets spread 
out below. Miraculously, no one was 
hurt. 

There was considerable material 
damage, however. The Rahelma 
apartment, where the fire started, 
was completely gutted, and the 
apartment immediately above, 
belonging to the Gidoaher family, 
was very severely damaged. Both 
families had to be provided with 
temporary accommodation until the 
damage is repaired. Other flats in 
the building were less severely 
damaged, and their owners were 
able to return to them. 

Kiryat Gat police are considering 
making special awards to some of 
the residents for the outstanding 
courage and eool-headedness they 
had displayed.

— Moslem rebels killed 
another Philippine army com- 
mander and four other soldiers as 
the armed forces unleaaed air. land,, 
and sea attacks yesterday on 
suspected hideouts of a rebel band 
which massacred an army general 
and 84 other troopers on Monday, 
military sources -said. 

The sources said the rebels suf- 
fered “heavy casualties'' as govern- 
ment' forces pursued the 300-man 
hand led by rebel leader Usman Sail.

kms. south of Manila. 

There were no reports on the 
number of casualties suffered on 
both sides. 

Sources said Lt.-Col. Benjamin Fe 
was killed along with at least four 
others on Wednesday in an ambush 


near the spot where Bautista and the 
others died. 

Meanwhile, rtbel sources com- 
plained that army troopers arrested 
SO male Moslem civilians Im- 
mediately after the slaying of 
Bautista and the others. 

In a long distance telephone inter- 
view, Brig.-Gen. Teo&sto Guarano, 
deputy commander of the southern 
command based in Zamboanga City. 
530 miles south of Manila, confirmed 
the arrest of the civilians. He said 
they were turned over to the military 
mayor in Jolo. capital of Sulu 
Province, for questioning. He added 
they were all subsequently released. 
He could not say how long they were 
detained.

Nobel Medicine Prize to 3 -America! 
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Rhodesia devalues its currency 


SALISBURY (Reuter). — Rhodesia, 
its economy battered and bruised by 
an intensifying war between the 
white minority regime and black 
nationalist guerrillas, yesterday 
devalued Its dollar by three per cent 
against the South African rand and 
six per cent against all either curren- 
cies. 

Finance Minister David Smith, an- 
nouncing the move to a subdued 
parliament, said Rhodesia was ex- 
periencing its worst trade situation 
since 1965. when It unilaterally 
declared itself independent from 
Britain. 

“Because of the prolonged inter- 


national recession and general 
decline in commodity prices, 
Rhodesia is suffering major balance 
of payments strains in common with 
other non-oil exporting developing 
■ countries,’ ’ he said. 

Smith said the new rates of ex- 
change would be issued by the 
Rhodesian Reserve Bank today . At 
present the Rhodesian dollar Is of- 
ficially worth 1.38 rand. 1.50 U.S. 
dollars and 90 pence sterling. 

- Smith said adjustments to the 
Rhodesian exchange rates were re- 
quired because of recent significant 
realignments between major 
floating world currencies.

CAIRO (Reuter). — A newspaper 
here yesterday quoted North 
Yemen's ambassador to Egypt as 
Haying that chief of state Ibrahim 
Mohammed al-Hamadi was 
assassinated on Tuesday night by 
mistak e. Haznadl was buried yester- 
day after a state funeral attended by 
delegates from neighbouring Arab 
countries and thousands of North 
Yemenis. 

According to the mass-circulation 
dally “Al-Akhbar," Ambassador 
Haasan al-Sahmll said the target of 
the assassination was the leader’s 
brother, Lt. Col. Abdullah Mohamm- 
ed al-Hamadi, who also was killed. 


The paper said there were 
differences between the brother and 
some North Yemeni tribes.

The ambassador said the two were 
assassinated while they were driving 
and that investigations would reveal 
very important facts, the newspaper 
reported. He did not say what the 
facts were. 


According to the newspaper, the 
ambassador said he telephoned 
Sana'a, the North Yemeni capital, on 
Wednesday and that all was quiet 
there with the army. He said the peo- 
ple were supporting the new 
leadership. 


‘Minorities’ case in U.S. Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. Supreme Court yesterday 
studied crucial submissions In an ex- 
plosive dispute over whether or not 
civil rights programmes favouring 
underprivileged minority groups 
violate the constitutional rights of 
white people. 


The nine justices on Wednesday 
heard two hours of argument in the 
case of Allan Bakke, 37, a white man 
who claims he was denied admission 
to the University of California 
Medical School at Davis because 16 
out of 100 places were reserved for 
blacks and other minorities.

DJIBOUTI (Reuter). — Ethiopian 
head of state. Colonel Mengistu Halle 
Mariam has visited the front line city 
of Harar to boost the morale of his 
troops before the impending battle 
against Somali forces for control of 
the eastern Ethiopian mountains. 

Informed sources In this former 
French colony, close to the 
battlefield, said the colonel visited 
the 1.000-year-old mountaintop 
citadel on Sunday. Even while he was 
there. Ethiopian militiamen suf- 
fered hundreds of casualties in 

clashes near the city. 

The visit seemed intended to en- 
sure that Ethiopia's Third Army divi- 
sion would stand and fight In what 
could prove the decisive battle In the 
three- month-old war fax the Horn of 
Africa. 

A month ago, the head of state 
visited the threatened tank and radar 
base of Jljiga, but In a battle there 
soon after, the army mutinied and 
fled before the advancing Somalis. 

Regular army units had been pull- 
ed back from forward positions to 
learn how to use Soviet rockets, 
tanks, long-range field guns and anti- 
aircraft missiles which have been 
rushed to the front In expectation of 
the coming battle. 

The report of heavy militia 
casualties appeared to bear out 
earlier claims by Somali guerrillas 
that they had killed 131 Ethiopians . 
and woixnded hmidredsj&0re±n*srEat- ; 
tie 40 kms. east of Harar. 

Meanwhile, In Addis Ababa, 
political violence broke out this week 
and some “leftist " students were 
killed and many arrested, diplomatic 
sources there reported yest e rday. 

Exact numbers involved were not 
known, but some sources said they 
had heard that as many as 350 anti- 
government activists had been killed 
in the past two weeks. 

If substantiated, this figure would 
suggest that the political trouble is 
the gravest since May, when as 
many as 3,000 student demonstrators - 
were killed. 


STO CKH OLM. — Three American 
scientists have won this year’s Nobel 
Prize for Physiology and Medicine, 
it was announced here yesterday. 

They are Roger GidHemin. of the 
Salk Institute in San Diego, and An- 
drew Schally, of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital in New 
Orleans, who won half this year’s 
prize for their discoveries concer- 
ning the peptide hormone production 
of the brain: and Rosalyn Ya low, of 
the Bronx Veterans Administration 
Hospital, who toon her half of the 
prize for her work on the develop- 
ment of radio-immunoassays of the - 
peptide hormones. 

Because peptides, which are built 
up from chains of amino acids, are 
found in the blood in only small con- 
centrations, it was difficult to study 
them. This caused stagnation in 
large sections of medical and 
biological research, the Harolinska 
Institute said in announcing the 
awards. 

Then in. the mid-1950s. Dr. Yalow 
and her late co-worker Solomon Ber- 
son made a quite unexpected break- 
through. They found that people who 
received injections of the polypep- 
tide hormone insulin — either for 
diabetes or schizophrenia *— 
developed antibodies against -the

The now peaceful tunnels were on 
the itinerary of a German tourist 
group I travelled with on a rare two- 
week trip to Vietnam.

Nguyen Thanh Linh. Dressed in an 
olive drab North Vietnamese un- 
iform and Ho CU lllnh rubber tyre 
sandals, he said in answer to a ques- 
tion that he had commanded the Cu 
Chi Liberation Battalion during 1966. 

That was- the unit the American 
colonel’s “Black Lion" battalion had 
opposed. The slightly -built, 45-year- 
old Capt. Linh looked quizzically as I 
pursued my qu e s ti o nin g.

Intelligence reports had In- 
formed him at the time that the op- 
posing. American battalion com- 
mander had been killed. 

As he recalled those days for our 
tourist group, the horror of a war I 
had witnessed from only one side 
became vividly real.

The “independent strength and 
ambition shown by the young Israel 
government” took - the Soviets by 
surprise, and they considered Its 
further expansion undesirable. 
Consequently, the Soviets would 
"seek to. limit, the territory of toe 
State of-Israel to that foreserai by the 
General Assembly to the UN resolu- 
tion of November 29, 2947, and 
generally to curb the power of the 
Israel government." The cessation 

for all practical purposes of direct 
‘ military aid via Chechoslovakia was 
a clear indication of the new trend, 
the American obcerver wrote. 

•• in decreasing its- support for the 
Israeli government, Kohler went on. 
the U.slS-R.would “revert to the 
basic anti-Zionist, policy it tem- 
porarily suspended but never aban- 
doned.'! 

jjfya Ehrenberg’a anti-Zionist arti- 
cle La “Pravda” indicated the new 
course. There was also the suppres- 
sion of the Jewish Anti-Fascist Com- 
mittee and of the Jewish press in 
Moscow, '’the only Jewish agencies 
possibly available to the Israel Lega- 
tion as a point of contact with the 
Soviet Jewish population.” 

. The new Soviet line, Kohler in- 


dicated, would “extend increased 
support to the Communists of Israel, 
encouraging and aiding them to 
penetrate toe Government; at toe 
same time infiltrating Communist 
agents into the Eastern European 
emigration, which Israel desires and 
the Kremlin 'controls.” 

On the other aide of Israel’s 
border, Kohler added, the Soviets 
would “bppoee by every means the 
extension of Abdullah's control or in- 
fluence," which. In Soviet eyes, was 
British control. 

The Russians were undoubtedly 
right about the British. The latter 
considered themselves responsible 
not only tor Transjordan but also for 
Egypt, where they had recently been 
limited to the Canal Zone. When the 
Israeli forces crossed the inter- 
national border with Egypt to stop 
Egyptian incursions baaed on el- 
Arxsh, the British intervened ■ — 
through the Americans. 

Acting on Instructions from 
Washington, James McDonald, the 
“Special Representative of the U.S. 
to Israel.” travelled up to Tiberias to 
see Ben-Gurlon and warn Mm to pull 
back the troops. The talk lasted two 
hours. Finally, Ben-Gurlon drafted a 
reply: “Some Israel forces had to 
cross the frontier into Egypt In the 
course of tactical operations, but 
they have already received orders to 
return to the Negev frontier." But he 
did not hide his deep shock at the 
harsh tone of the American note 
which, he said, “might have been 
written by Bevto himself.” 
lie following day, at a New Tear’s 
Day reception given by McDonald, 
Weizmann said be was writing to 
President Truman about "this 
terrific pressure against Israel.” 
McDonald himself concluded his 
cabled report to the State Depart-

“Department surprised at com- 
ments made by Ben Gurion, Weizmann 
and others... .Please make it clear to 
them and others directly concerned 
that there should be no misconcep- 
tion in" minds of Israelis, as to pur- 
pose these representations. It 
w&s. /.to stop a move with moat 
serious Implications which British 
were contemplating. ■ Another pur- 
pose was to avoid If possible British 
rearming of Arabs which British ap- 
parently determined carry out if ail 
Israeli forces not promptly 
withdrawn from Egypt.... U.S, has 
great strategic and other Interests at 
stake In Near East and the 
Provisional Government of Israel 
therefore bos no just grounds on 
which to resent fact that U.S. should 
react strongly to any action either by 
Israelis or Arabs containing threat 
of enlargement of conflict.” 

In Washington, the password was 
PEACE. Lovett cabled Wells 
Stabler, the American Vice-Consul 
to Amman; “Department anxious 
see peace restored to Palestine and 
believe should be accomplished by 
negotiations, either directly between 
parties or through Conciliation Com- 
mission.. ..U.S. , however, naturally 
desires avoid becoming Involved in 


inter-Arab jealousies and in- 
trigues.... Department believes that 
most satisfactory solution (would be 
if) greater part Arab Palestine 
would be incorporated In Transjor- 
dan. Therefore Department ap- 
proves principle underlying Jericho 
resolutions." These resolutions. It 
should be recalled, were taken bya 
group of West Bank dignitaries, led 
by Sheikh Jabari of Hebron, and call- 
ed on King Abdullah to reign over 
them, too. 

“U.S. would like to see Transjor- 
dan negotiate armistice and final 
peace with Israelis,'' Lovett wrote 
further. 

In the view of William C. Burdett, 
the American Consul General in 
Jerusalem, Dayan’s plan was "ex- 
tremely favourable to the Arabs.” 
Although PGI might be motivated by 
hidden tactical reasons and wish to 
use troops elsewhere, both the 
French Consul General and Burdett 
believed that toe proposal reflected 
"genuine PGI desire establish per- 
manent peace Jerusalem, avoiding 
further military action this area.” 
Nevertheless, nothing came of the 
plan. Dayan told the French Consul 
that his talks with Abdullah Tal had 
-made no progress, "offered no 
chance of success." He also 
“asserted U.K. preventing King Ab- 
dullah from reaching agreement and 
credentials given Abdullah Tal 
worthless.” 

But Bernard A.B. Burrows, head 
of the Eastern Department of the 
British Foreign Office, told the 
American Charge d ’Affaires in Lon- 
don: "Abdullah should not finalize 
any agreement reached with PGI 
(Provisional Government of Israel) 
before the Conciliation Commission 
arrives.” He also suggested that 
“there are great advantages in Ab- 


dullah and Egypt reconciling their 
differences and working together.” 
As for the final arrangements, 
“UK made clear what it considers 
reasonable settlement with PGI 
along lines discussed earlier with 
Dept., i. e. Gaza-Beersheba read as 
southern boundary Negev; Haifa 
and Lydda free porta, etc." In view 
of HMG (His Majesty’s 
Government), "Abdullah would be 
courting difficulties if he should con- 
tinue to negotiate with PGI while 
Israeli forces still in Egypt;" but 
“.Abdullah is free to act as he thinks 
best regarding negotiations and... he 
is not under any UK restraint,” 
Burrows affirmed. 

to practice, however, the King was 
not free to follow his own wishes. 
Colonel Moshe Dayan, then military 
governor of Jewish Jerusalem, had 
several meetings with Abdullah Tal, 
King Abdullah's trusted man across 
the border. Dayan suggested the 
partitioning of Jerusalem into 
homogenous Jewish and Arab sec- 
tions. The Jews would relinquish the 
former Arab quarters of Katamon, 
the German Colony, the upper and 
lower Mak'a and Malha, so that the 
new boundary would run west of 
Malha. They would also give up their 
positions on Mount Zion and Dir Abu 
Tor, the settlements of Ramat Rahel 
and Talpiot and the Jewish quarter 
of Mekor Halm. 

In return, however, Dayan wanted 
Mount Ophel, the Jewish cemetery 
on Mount of Olives and the Jewish 
Quarter of the Old City to be placed 
under some form of International 
control. He also wanted the 
Hadaasah Hospital and the Hebrew 
University on Mount Scopus to re- 
main Jewish, and connected with 
Jewish Jerusalem by a new road by- 
passing Arab residential quarters. 


Dayan's interview with the French 
Consul was an attempt to persuade 
the French and the Americans to in- 
duce the .British to “encourage or 
allow Transjordan reach immediate 
settlement re Jerusalem." But when 
the matter was taken up by the State 
Department, the British replied that 
they were not intervening at ail. So 
nothing happened until the Rhodes 
armistice agreement sanctioned the 
■ status quo without bringing peace. 

Meanwhile, James McDonald in. 
Tel Aviv was worried about the 
political implications of the 
American intervention on behalf of 
the British. 

“During the last six months, I 
belieVe owing intensive efforts this 
Mission cultivate friendship and to 
the changed policy of delegation In 
Paris, the domestic political tide was 
definitely swinging toward West. 
These latest developments have 
given extreme left and extreme right 
powerful political campaign issue to 
use against what now appears to be 
new and de&tlte Anglo-American 
alignment. If we cannot now stop 
Egypt's attack or persuade British 
to change its consistently an- 
tagonistic attitude toward Israel, 
these reactions will weigh against 
us.. ..Mission sees no Inconsistency 
between U.S. support independent 
strong Israel and all legitimate 
British interests in Egypt.” 

Did McDonald’s arguments carry 
some weight in Washington? Or 
were there other considerations in 
the State Department? 

Anyway, when the British Am- 
bassador in Washington argued the 
case for giving Egypt the hold on the 
Negev, Lovett demurred. A small, 
truncated Israel would feel so In- 
secure among powerful enemies that 
it might easily appeal for support 
from 'Moscow. And that was the 
stand the State Department con- 
tinued to maintain throughout the 
year.

IN THE genealogies given in this 
week's Tore portion of the first 10 
generations f rom A dam to Noah, 
Enoch is mentioned. Now a most un- 
usual phrase is used to record his 
death. Whereas with regard to the 
others to that genealogical list the 
simple ,t vayamot” (“and he died”) 
is used, with regard to Enoch we are 
told: “And Enoch walked with God, 
and he was not, for the Lord took 
him.” 

Li Jewish tradition, the Bible’s use 
of phrase placed Enoch in the 
pantheon of mysticism, and he lathe 
hero of an Apocryphal work bearing 
bis n am e. There is also a Mldrazh 
about Enoch, that belongs to the 
class of what is called a “midraah 
peliah" — a "puzzling Midrash. It 


states: “Enoch was a cobbler, and 
after every stitch he made in a shoe 
'he would declare: ‘Blessed be the 
Name of. His glorious kingdom for 
'ever and ever’.” 

The late R&bbl Eli m electa Bar- 
Staaul of Rehovot who was a disciple 
of Rabbi Avr&ham Yitzhak Hacohen 
Kook, gave a lovely explanation of 
this Midrash. He said that Enoch 
saw even In the humble craft of 
cobbling a sacred occupation, a 
mitirvo. He regarded his occupation 
in turning raw leather into footwear ' 
as making him a partner in the work 
of Creation. This entitled Enoch to 
the praise that “he walked with 
God” and was “taken" by Him, but 
he left' behind the legacy of the 
nobility of work to posterity. 


GORDON Zacks has been collect- 
ting money for the United Jewish 
Appeal for the last 29 years. That he 
is still considered a rising young star 
in the UJA Is less surprising when 
one learns that he started his career 
as volunteer fund-raiser at the age of 
15. 

Recently appointed to the new post 
of vice-chairman. Zacks is expected 
to become general-chairman of the 
UJA in a year or two after the 
current office holder, Leonard 
Strelitz. Zacks is here (“I don't 
know how many times I've been to 
Israel," he says. “I stopped count- 
ing after the 15th visit") to lead the 
UJA's study conference of 200 major 
fund-raisers and contributors trow 
the U.S. 

An articulate and cerebral 
businessman whose creweut and 
manner make him resemble former 
New York Senator James Buckley, 
Zacks grew up with the UJA Coming 
from on "intensely Jewish but non- 
Zionist" Ohio family, he “didn’t 
know any other way than to be 
JeyHbh and discharge my respon- - ' 
$i,b.ility to my people.” He 
“graduated” from chairmanship of 
the UJA’s high school division to that 
of the young men’s division, and 
later became a member of the 
prestigious Young Leadership - 
Cabinet of under -40's. Strelitz ap- 
pointed him vice-chairman last May. 

When asked why he became in- 
volved to fund-raising tor Jewish and 
Israeli causes, Zacks — the young 
president of the R.G. Barry Corpora- 
tion. a women’s footwear company 
— immediately thinks in historic and 
global terms. "We are a privileged 
generation. To be a Jew wbo lived 
through the period of the Holocaust 
and saw the rebirth of the Jewish 
State -- and the end of the state of 
helplessness of the Jewish People — 
is a dramatic experience.” 

But when he is asked to come down 
to earth, the vice-chairman recalls a 
1961 trip to Vienna on his way to 
Israel as a member of the first 
Young Leadership mission here. He 
encountered a newly-widowed 
Rumanian mother whose husband 
hod died of pneumonia soon after 
emigration. With tears in her eyes, 
she told Zacks that her sickly hus- 
band had been forced to decide 
whether to leave Rumania with his 
family and endanger his own health 
or to postpone the family's departure 
and possibly lose the chance to 
leave. He decided to emigrate and 
died on the way. His widow wanted 
only to thank Zacks as a represen- 
tative of the UJA for the funds that 
were helping her and her children to 
settle In Israel. 

Zacks dismisses out of hand all 
charges that the UJA and local 
Jewish federations have portrayed 
Israel as a needy country ot unfor- 
tunates who need financial help, thus 
unintentionally scaring away poten- 
tial olim. 

“The opposite is true.” he insists. 
Israel has been over-romanticized 
for many years. Life is hard In 
Israel. It's hard to get by 
economically and there is still no 
peace. We must encourage people to 
have more children, build up the 
country so that fewer people decide 


to leave and also encourage aliya.” 
Raising more funds for immigrant 
absorption and promoting health and 
social welfare, he adds, will make 
this challenge easier. 

The VJA recently announced a 
goal of $700m. for its 1978 campaign, 
nearly $300m. more than that of last 
year. Zacks believes that the pro- 
jected goal may be “unrealistic. I 
don’t know whether we can raise all 
of it. Cash collections are down com- 
pared with last year."

The local Jewish federations and 
welfare funds told UJA leaders that 
they would not support the establish- 
ment of a separate fund, and that 
contributors could not be called upon 
to double their donations.

I * * N v • Stant Jerusalem made 13 tricks on a stan- 1 
L dard play. 
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The contract was six spades. The 
club king was the opening lead. In 


order to make 33 tricks the spades 
have to split 2-2 which is against the 
odds, and diamonds have to split 3-3 
which is also against the odds. Kook 
found just this favourable distribu- 
tion In the original layout. After pull- 
ing spades he discarded a diamond 
from his hand on a high heart, ruffed 
out a third diamond after winning 
with' the ace and king, and with the 
spade nine as an entry to dummy he 
discarded a losing club on the es- 
tablished diamond. 

But with the layout as in the 
diagram, which is more in keeping 
Wth the odds, the play of the club 
acewhould kill an entry, and with 
the spatter- npt breaking only 11 
tricks can be made. 

Kook played the hsChd well, but he

ON THE FACE of It, our problems 
.concerning Lebanon are very 
different from the ones facing us 
with Egypt, Jordan and Syria. Bui in 
fact they share several similar and 
interesting aspects, with fm- 
, plications concerning our future con- 
duct. 

' For many years, Israel's border 
.with Lebanon was considered a 
rather friendly one, and the 
Lebanese government a moderate 
entity that did not meddle in affairs 
that did not concern it Lebanon took 
no part whatever In any of our wars 
— Operation Kadesh (Sinai Cam- 
paign), the Six Day War, or the Tom 
Klppur War. Of course, there, was an 
objective reason for that: LebaaE? 
was always .a weak country, whose 
' internal balance between Christians 
and Moslems left her paralysed. 

Paradoxically, however, it was 
precisely because of her weakness 
that the terrorists flowed Into 
Lebanon and gained such a foothold 
as to upset the delicate balance. ' 
Because Lebanon waa unable to 
act ruthlessly against the terrorists, 
aa Jordan did in September, 1870, 
she haa been virtually destroyed. 

The upshot of all this la that 
Lebanon can no longer be considered 
a "quasi-friendly" area. 'And the 
long-range conclusion Is that we 
dare not consider our relations with 
the Arab "confrontation states" aa 
.predictable and static. Things that 
hold true today may no longer apply 
tomorrow. 

The sad story of Lebanon, which 
has undergone such a radical 
transformation, teaches several 
other lessons that cannot be Ignored. 

THE REFUGEES are a problem of 
the first order; and not only for 
Israel. They are a powder-keg for all 
the Arab countries. Their very ex- 
istence Is a threat to the sovereignty 
of their host countries. The leaders 
of the Arab states could have solved 
the refugee problem long ago, . but 
they refused to do so — on the basis 
of a miscalculation. 

They hoped that they would be 
able to use the mere existence of a 
problem of this sort to divert the- 
attention of the masses whenever 
other sensitive issues arose. But 
Lebanon has proved to the whole

world that this does sot work, and 
that the risk Is too great 

Furthermore, Lebanon hoe shown 
again that there la a difference 
between "Palestinians'' and the 
‘'Palestine Liberation 

Organisation.” 

The terrorists’ violent behaviour, 
not only towards Lebanese 
Christians” but also towards 
Moslems, and even towards 
"unorganized" Palestinians, has 
reached heights that should be of 
concern to the whole world. 

In any event, Lebanon Is further 
proof that the “silent majority" of 
Palestinians are not pro-PLO. May It 
be demanded then, that the violent 
minority relinquish the leading role 
they assumed in the refugee camps 
by means at firearms and internal 
terror. 

Another significant' development 
concerns the use of the Inter- Arab 
army In Lebanon. Actually, thi* was 
nothing more than a tactic to give 
the Syrian army sanction to t*fc» 
over. Syria got what she wanted 
without becoming aa "occupying ar- 
my." 

The Idea of using an Inter-Arab 
force to settle problems or preserve 
aspects of the status quo may come 
up again. Such a force Is not a per- 
manent solution. At most, it is a 
passing phenomenon, and It is 
generally a masquerade for 
something else. 

DEVELOPMENTS In Lebanon have 
created a situation that can serve as 
s model for those who support the

themselves against external and in- 
ternal enemies.

AMERICAN pressure, and what 
President Carter haa praised as 
Israeli flexibility, have brought the 
re-convening of the Geneva 
Conference a step closer. Procedural 
acrobatics and verbal sleight of 
hand, together with the reluctance of 
all the parties Involved to stand guil- 
ty aa obstructionists, have made It 
possible to achieve this Immediate 
goal. 

This short-term objective of get- 
ting everybody to Lac Leman has 
also dictated the repeated, often 
dramatic, American assurances that 
there- wifi be no imposed solution, 
that the UA. remains committed to 
* c Israel's " e5Q«tence wefl-befnjg 'and 
security, and that there will be no 
.'economic pressure - and no foot- 
dragging on military old. 

Much at this is no doubt genuine. 
^America's commitment to Israel is 
real. It is not only anchored in the 
sympathies of large parte of the 
American people, or in the political 
power of influential segments of the 
American public, but It is also found- ' 
ed in solid U.S. self-interest. 

Nevertheless, the assurances are 
somehow not as coavlsclzxg to 
Israelis as official American policy- 
makers probably want them to be. 
Most Israelis, regardless of their at-, 
titude to the Government's foreign 
policy, feel the hot breath of 
American pressure In the nape^af 
their neck. 

This distrust of American 
promises has several causes. The 
first and most obvious Is the recogni- 
tion that if the U.S. has so far 
refrained from any really painful 
arm-twisting, it was because it was 
unnecessary for the immediate pur- 
pose of getting the Geneva 
Conference going; at the time, the 
use of. the leverage that the U.S. 
could exert would have been wasted. 
Evidently, an Israel dragged to the 
negotiating table by brute force will 
■ be of no use there. 

At the same time. It Is dear that - 
Israel’s positions are irreconcilable 
with those of the U.S. — not to speak 
of the Arabs and the Soviet Union. It 
is therefore widely expected that 
Geneva □ will produce a deadlock 
which, In turn, will spell the begin- 
ning of real American pressure. 

This expectation is reinforced by 
the memory of other occasions In 
Israel’s short history when 
American pressure was applied and

American assurances were not kept. 
Fear of what may happen if the pre- 
sent promises also turn out to he 
good only as long as they are 
politically useful to their maker*, 
together with what Is perhaps a 
national trait of being prone to over- 
react and to be distrustful, add up to 
what 'others may regard as , a 
somewhat cynical haitl-headedness. 

NOW WHAT is the extent and what 
are the limits of the coercive power 
that the U.S. can wield? Time 
magazine recently published a 
much-quoted description of how the 
U.S. might lean on Israel. For any 
Israeli familiar with the real tacts, 
that outline looked very under- 
stated. Presumably, Americans who 
are In the know are also aware that 
the theoretical power of bringing 
Israel to its knees Is much greater 
than that Implied by the simple 
dependence on American financial 
and military aid. 

But if American pressure is to be 
effective. It must .be brute and 
massive. If, at any time, under any 
circumstances, an American ad- 
ministration should decide to resort 
to such tactics — assu m ing that it 
would be able to do so from the view- 
point of its own domestic political 
position — it would no doubt find that 
the use of ultimate power is as ixn- 
'poa Bible in this area as it Is with 
regard to nuclear weapons. 

For in the face of massive foreign 
coercion, nearly all Israelis would 
bury their Internal difference* and 
join In apposing foreign pressure. 
This would be true even for those 
who believe that Israel should return 
the occupied territories In exchange 
for peace, keeping only what it can 
get by peaceful agreement at the 
conference table; those who are not 
scared out of their wits to negotiate 
even with a PLO that would 
recognize and accept Israel; and 
those who do not see a Palestinian 
state as necessarily the end of Israel. 

This Is ad because there la a fun- 
damental difference between con- 
cessions freely made, out of a 


recognition of what reality dictates, 
’and & capitulation to foreign 
pressure, however much accom- 
panied by tea and sympathy. The 
former is a matter of Internal dis- 
pute In Israel, which Is still going on. 
Brute pressure from the outside wifi 
stifle that dispute completely. Peo- 
- -pJe-wfH forget-, that theyJxad>reeei> 
rations about , the Gqyemznent's 
policies or o p posed them. Even if. In 
their heart of hearts, they will nur- 
ture a grudge against their leaders' 
policies, they w£U keep their settling 
of political accounts for a later date 
— If there is a later date. 

If, therefore, American policy 
wants to get 95 per cent of all Israelis 
to close ranks behind .the Begjn- 
Dayan policy, it can achieve that 
purpose best by leaning on Israel as 
heavily as possible. 

But it la not merely a gut reaction 
to foreign pressure that win turn 
even opponent* of present Israeli 
policy Into its supporters, at least a 
good part of the way. What would 
also have an effect is the recognition 
of what such an attempt to cow 
Israel into aubmlslslan wfll do to the 
Arabs. A recent Harris poll showed 
that 45 per cent of Israelis still 
believe that we should -make 
territorial concession* also on the 
West Bank. A similar poll among, 
Arabs would probably not reveal 
more than 10 per cent (if that) who 
are willing, today, to so much as ac- 
quiesce to Israel's existence. 

PRESSURE ON Israel, each and . 
every concession extracted from it 
by force, will be a reinforcement of 
the extremist* on both sides. It will 
prove to the hard-line Arabs — and 
they are still the vast majority — 
that the toughest stand pays the 
highest dividends. It will also prove 
.to most Israelis that they have no 
choice but to be intransigent. - 
On both aides, there are 
moderates. In a sense, they are tiie 
true extremists. For It takes 
courage, among the Arabs, to state . 
publicly that one accepts Israel's 


right to exist. So for, only very few 
have had that courage.. Even, fewer 
have political weight In democratic 
Israel It need* no heroism to accept 
the rights of the Palestinians, to 
bow to the limitation* which reality 
and morals impose on Zionist 
aspirations;- but the perseverance 
needed' to make tfastidnr heard is 
great and growing greater*. ' • 

But It wifi perhaps be argue ti : fhst 
the U.S. has no need to resort to the 
ultimate power at its disposal. It 
might apply, moderate pressure, 
enough to he painful but not enough 
to cripple. Conceivably, the arm- 
twisting could be optimised ho aa to 
'cause the Israel Government 
serious domestic difficulties which, 
together-, with diplomatic pressure 
designed to Isolate it, might either 
force -ft into a reversal at its policies 
or even bring about its downfall. 

If Israel were not the democratic 
country that it is, but one of those 
“revolutionary," dictatorial or 
pseudo-parliamentary regimes with 
which the U.S. has much experience, 
-such a "sophisticated" application 
of leverage might work- in Israel It 
will not. It will be Ineffectual, will 
produce the some reactions aa- 
heavler pressure, and— once such a 
tactic of "continuing diplomacy by 
other means" is adopted — wifi in- 
evitably escalate into the use of ~ 
brute force. 

The massive pressure lit which 
any squeeze must end up makes • 
sense only if it can obtain results 
quickly. But the more brute the 
force, the more are people In Israel 
likely to accept almost any sacrifice 
to withstand It. For six months, a 
year, possibly much longer, Israel la 
able to hold out against any con- 
ceivable sanctions which the U.S. 
-could apply in practice. Meanwhile, 
the very fact that no results are ob- 
tained Is likely to create as explosive 
situation, regardless of where the. 
spark will strike first. .

That conditional projection was 
sounded in Jerusalem on Tuesday 
during an all-day Van Leer Founda- 
tion seminar on “Peaceful Relations 
Between Israel and the Arab States 
— Risks and Opportunities." 

Gideon Haahiznshoml, director of 
the Transportation and Planning 
Research Institute, said: "Though 
peace is not yet visible, some start 
should be made towards long-range 
forecasting of Israel’s place In the 
sun as far as world trade movement 
is concerned.” 

Pointing to a series of concentric 
circles drawn on a map of the Middle 
East and beyond, Hashimshoni 
showed that a 000-kro. radius dis- 
tance — “a one-day trip by truck or 
semi-trailer” — could extend deep 
into Egypt, Southern Turkey and 
other points equidistant from the 


. Israel departure point. 

A two-day trucker's journey — ap- 
proximately l JQQ kma . — could take 
in the Persian Gulf, and longer trips 
of 1,800 and 2,400 kms. from Israel 

f iould cover all of the Middle East 
'and even an edge of the Soviet

Health Insurance bill draft 
expected in December

The Government-appointed com- 
mittee headed by Prof. Ezra Zohar of 
Tel Hashomer Hospital will submit, 
as early as the beginning of 
December, an outline of the proposed 
National Health Insurance bill. 

Prof. Zohar said yesterday that he 
hopes the new law will be ready by 
the beginning of the next fiscal year 
and that it will make it possible to 
give health Insurance coverage for 
the whole populatipn. 

Finance Minister Sim ha Ehrlich, 
supported by Health Minister EUiezer 
Shostak, has rejected the proposal of 
the so-called “Committee of Eight.” 
The committee is composed of 
representatives from the Treasury, 
the Ministry of Health, Kupat HoUm 
and the Hist&drut. According to its 
proposal the Government should, by 
an arrangement covering several 
years, cover the accumulated deficit 
of Kupat Halim. 


One of Ehrlich's arguments for re- 
jecting this proposal Is that the new 
National Health Insurance Law may 
lead to a complete restructuring of. 
health aertrlces in the country. The 
joint committee proposed that the 
Histadrut raise ita membership fees 
and increase its financing of Kupat 
Hollm, and that the Treasury match 
that increase by an equal amount. 

The Treasury, however, rejected 
that and agreed to raise its participa- 
tion in Kupat Holim's budget by no 
more than 25 per cent, the same as 
the Inflation-caused increases for 
Government offices. At the same 
time, the Treasury demands a higher 
participation of the Histadrut in 
Kupat Holim’s budget, through 
higher membership fees and by rais- 
ing the salary celling on which 
Histadrut dues are due. 

Kupat Holim's budget thin year is 
IL4b., of which the Government 
covers IL670xn.

™*nietteibiurj*Vk4' 3 tfeeA ttyiugno 
enforce, the law In this industry ever 
sincd'th'e income tax reform of 1975, 
but without success: The diamond 
manufacturers balked at keeping 
books, arguing that they carry out all 
- their transactions in dollars and that 
most of the deals are concluded by 
word of mouth and in conditions of 
secrecy and confidence between 
seller and buyer. 

/They have used their clout as a 
major provider of foreign currency 
’and threatened to transfer their 
operations abroad if forced to keep 
books.. 

A committee appointed by the 


Treasury to study the problems 
recommended that the manufac- 
turers be allowed to keep mum about 
certain types of transactions, using 
codes instead of fully spelled-out In- 
formation. such as data on the source 
of the diamonds, traders abroad, etc. 
Only Cabinet ministers would be em- 
powered to demand disclosure of 
these secrets. This, however, was 
also' rejected by the manufacturers.

One of the^ 'decisions recently taken 
by the Treasury is to -require a 
systematic stock-taking in the dia- 
mond industry. This has never been 
done before, with the result that in 
reality little is known about this in- 
dustry, which will this year reach a 
turnover of over ILlOb. 

It has also been decided that the 
diamond industry will have to keep 
Its books in Israel pounds, because 
otherwise there will be other in- 
dustries which will ask to be allowed 
to keep accounts in foreign currency, .

Sheraton to manage J’lem hotels

TEL AVIV. — The Sheraton com- 
pany has signed an agreement to 
manage two new hotels which are 
being built In Jerusalem by the Knoll 
brothers, reports Harold Rlchman, 
manager of the Tel Aviv Sheraton. 

Construction started in Sderot 
Herzl on a 850-room hotel which is 
due to be completed by the beginning 
of 1980. 

Work will start soon on the second 
hotel, which will be built on the site 
of the old Fast Hotel on Jaffa Road 


beside the walls of the Old City. This 
hotel, which will have one of the 
prime locations in all Jerusalem, is 
planned to be smaller, with 125 
rooms. 

Rlchman, who represents the 
chain In Israel, reports that Sheraton 
is also looking for hotel management 
projects in other parts of the coun- 
try, especially Eilat and Haifa. 

The new Tel Aviv Sheraton, which 
opened In May, has enjoyed 60 per 
cent occupancy so far, which is’ 
above the national average. 
Rlchman reports that advance group 
bookings for 1978 are very good. 
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have tens of thousands of trucks con- 
stantly rumbling along our roads, 
spewing out their exhaust fumes Into 
the atmosphere?” 

According to Hashimshonl, 90 per 

cent of goods shipped to Middle East 
markets arrive by sea. This factor 
would be to Israel's advantage In the 
event of peace, he claimed. This was 
because our two major ports — 
Haifa and Ashdod — are not only 
more efficient in their freight handl- 
ing operations, but also enjoy 
greater storage capacities.

“If the Lebanese- Israel border 
were opened at Rosh Hanikra, fre- 
quent and convenient rail service 
could soon be established between 
Damascus and Haifa. Any opening of 
our eastern border with Jordan 
would permit linking up Israel 
Railways* with the Jordan rail 
system running north-and-south. 

Such a development, If it should 
ever come to pass, would save us the 
billions needed to extend Israel 
Railways southward to Eilat,' * 
Hashimshonl concluded- 


I Motorists’ 
tax load 

A total of 14.922 new cars were sold 
in the first nine months of 1977, com- 
pared with 15,440 in the same period 
last year. Of the new cars 11,886 
were of foreign manufacture, and 2 ,- 
458 of them were Imported tax-free 
or with reduced tax rates. 

The Government collected In that 
period ZL708m. in taxes on the new 
cars, compared with IL665m. last 
year. Also, the Customs Administra- 
tion collected ILl,249m. in excise 
taxes on fuel, compared with 
ELI, 227m. In the same period last 
year. 

Taking into account the price infla- 
tion since last year, the real Income 
from excise taxes on fuel has fallen 
and indicates that ear owners are 
economising on fuel. 

The data also show that each 
purchaser of a new car paid, on 
average, IL52,060 in taxes, and each 
car on the road paid same EL4.000 in 
excise taxes on fuel.

He is 
Yitzhak SOver, who was the 
representative of the Ministry of 
Tourism in Los Angeles. 

Werner said that the IRH chain, 
while preparing to meet the ex- 
pected increase In tourists from 
abroad, is also developing new 
.programmes to attract local holiday- 
makers. 


Egypt piay get four U.S. 
companies off the black list 


NEW YORK (AP). — The publisher 
of a political and economic 
newsletter quotes a “high Egyptian 
official” as saying four American 
companies will probably be removed 
from the Arab League's blacklist 
this year. 

David Mizrahi, publisher of 
Mideast Report, said yesterday the 
companies are Xerox, Motorola, 
Ford, and Coca-Cola. 

“I was in Egypt last month and 
was told by a high Egyptian official 
that these companies are likely to be 
taken off the blacklist,” Mizrahi 
said, declining to reveal the name of 
the official. “The Egyptians have to 
take this proposal before the Arab 
League, but they are working very 
hard on it." 

Mizrahi said Egypt "very badly 
needs the Investments, and Presi- 
dent Sadat himself is trying to get 
the companies off the blacklist,” 
Mideast Report Is a 24-page 
biweekly publication that Is sent to 
businesses, banks and government 
agencies. 

Egypt has been trying “without 
much success” to attract American 
investments since June 1974, Mizrahi 
said. 

A Xerox spokesman said his com- 
pany was blacklisted “sometime 
after 1966 after we sponsored a 
television documentary, 'Let my 
people go.' that was about the flight 
of Jews from Europe to Israel.” 

The spokesman said Xerox wants 
to set up an assembly and marketing 


operation In Egypt for copy 
duplicators and that the Egyptian 
Government has approved the plan. 
He said he had no information that 
Egypt would try to have Xerox 
removed from the blacklist 

Last month, Coca-Cola signed an" 
agreement to develop and manage 
citrus groves near Ismallia In a joint 
venture with Egyptian public enter- 
prises. said Susan Tourtellot, a 
spokesman for Coca-Cola. 

Coca-Cola "was put on the boycott 
list because there is a bottling plant 
In Israel," she said. “We are aware 
that there are efforts underway to 
remove us from the blacklist” 

A spokesman for Motorola said the 
firm Is discussing plans with Egypt 
for a plant for making electronic 
components. He said Motorola was 
never told why It Is on the blacklist 
The Egyptian Government has 
tentatively approved a joint venture 
between Ford Motor Co. and - tin 

Egyptian automotive concern to 

build a $230m. diesel engine 
manufacturing facility and to reopen 
a Ford plant closed after the firm 
was put on the blacklist in 1966, a 

Ford spokesman said. 

“But we can't do anything until we 
get off the list, and we haven't been 
given any assurances to that effect,” 
the spokesman said. 

Egypt could ask that the com- 
panies be removed from the 
blacklist when the Arab Boycott 
Commission meets in November. 


Petrol station owners: We may not 
be able to stay in business

If the price of petrol is raised 
again, the petrol station owners — 
not the private motorists — may not 
be able to stand the financial strain. 

The reasoning is as follows. Accor- 
ding to the station owners, they earn 
only 15 agorot on each litre of 94 oc- 
tane petrol they sell. With the retail 
price now at IL5.40 a litre, they 
already lay out large sums in cash to 
fill their storage tanks. Should prices 
go higher again, their Investment In 
merchandise — petrol — would rise 
accordingly. 

Many station owners simply no 
longer have sufficient money to 
finance their regular purchases, a 
representative of the Association of 
Service Station Owners and Agents 
said yesterday. "We act in fact as 
bankers for the Government,” he 
said. The station operators demand 
easier credit terms, so that they can 
continue to supply their service. 

Another problem that bothers the 
operators Is their alleged respon- 
sibility for the quality of the fuel they 
sell. 


They say that sometimes the 
reputation of one of their members Is 
undeservedly smeared. 

They explain that a service station 
owner is given the absolute respon- 
sibility for the quality of fuel he sells, 
while In fact he does not control all 
the stages of the production and 
refining of the fuel. Its storage and 
transport. 

The service station owners claim 
that they are willing to accept full 
responsibility for the quality of their 
merchandise, if they are given con- 
trol of all stages of Its production. If 
this is not possible, they demand that 
the underground tanks at their 
stations be sealed, so that neither the 
station owners nor their workers 
have any access to it. 

The service station owners de- 
mand meanwhile that 94 and 88 oc- 
tane petrol be unloaded separately, 
and that a sample of the petrol takan 
by the Fuel Authority inspectors be 
left at the station. They also want the 
police to investigate any discrepan- 
cies in the quality of petrol before the 
the service station owner is charged.

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Reforming El A1 

WITH THE DECISION to accept the Geneva “working paper" 
behind it, the Cabinet is now expected to get down to dealing 
with some pressing domestic issues. 

One of the issues awaiting its attention Is a proposal to 
reorganise £3 A! submitted by & ministerial sub-committee. The 
committee was called into action in the wake of the rash of 
strikes and strike threats, which led the government seriously 
to consider suspending the operations of the national air carrier. 

The committee's recommendations have already served the 
purpose of focusing attention not only on El AI's weak spots — 
those were known — but also on specific ways of treating them. 

Thus, for example, it is proposed that El AI's board of direc- 
tors be reorganized to play a more active role and that the head 
of the board be paid and professional. Presumably this is a post 
which in due time would be filled by El AI’s managing director, 
Mordechai Ben-Ari. He had been under attack from some 
members of the Cabinet on the question of labour relations, but 
the committee, and, apparently. Finance Minister Sim ha 
Ehrlich, have taken a more appreciative view of his record in 
fostering and engineering El AI’s growth. 

The committee has also recommended that the plethora of 
works committees at El A1 be reduced to one or two over-all 
committees. This has long been seen as a needed remedy to the 
divisive competition for gains between the various committees 

— gains promoted at the expense of the company as a whole. 
In addition, it is proposed that finally a disciplinary tribunal 

be set up within the firm, a unit which was sadly and surprising- 
ly lacking until now and contributed to the free for all in labour 
relations. 

All of these recommendations and others are accompanied by 
a proposal to cancel the existing wage agreements and start 
anew on a sounder basis. This proposal, at this time, could 
perhaps lead to more harm than good. 

But what appears plain is that the general thrust for 
reorganization and reform in the recommendations, deserves 
strong government backing and muscle. El AI’s Internal dif- 
ficulties — which, it must be noted, have not Impeded Its growth 

— have at one and the same time demoralized its employees and 
made them receptive to reform. 

The government should therefore seize the present opportuni- 
ty and try to put the carrier's house in order. 

Hammer’s handiwork 

THE UGLY VIOLENCE visited by some Fetah Tikva parents — 
or by their children serving as ready proxies — on local and 
state officials as a wav of demonstrating dissatisfaction with 
school reform has been roundly, and Justly, condemned. 

What has not been deemed worthy of similar comment, so far, 
has been the strange, Indeed ominous, silence about these out- 
breaks from the man responsible for the implementation of the 
reform, Education Minister Zevuiun Hammer. 

Perhaps Mr. Hammer, who represents the National Religious 
Party, is opposed to the reform. Certainly there are good 
reasons to suppose that he is not overly enthusaiastic about it. 
For reform means integration, and integration Is a serious 
problem especially for the State Religious schools, where 
children from disadvantaged, or Oriental, background greatly 
outnumber those of advantaged, or Occidental, extraction. 

But if so, Mr. Hammer should tell us. And, if he feels that 
reform has gone too far, or has outlived its usefulness, he should 
instruct the education authorities to cease and desist from 
carrying on with reform. 

He ought not wait for the publication of an academic report 
which presumably gives reform a rather low grade on 
educational achievement. And it goes without saying that he 
ought not, by his very inaction, allow a mess to develop which 
could later be cited as an argument against reform. 

The Education Minister owes it to the aggrieved parents to 
lend an ear to their complaints. But by the same token he owes 
loyalty to those education officials, largely municipal, who 
follow his guidance. So long as he has not changed course, he 
must stand by them, loudly and unequivocally. 

By staying mute, and -with folded arms — except where he 
helps engineer an anti-reform deal, in defiance of local policy — 
Mr. Hammer may increase his popularity with some groups of 
parents. In so comporting himself, however, Mr. Hammer 
himself does violence to the most elementary notions of orderly 
administration .

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The recent clashes over school reform between 
parents and the authorities, says SUSAN BELLOS, 
have helped highlight official disregard of the con- 
structive role that parents could play 

Neglected parents 


THE FIRST WEEKS of the school 
year have been marked by clashes 
between parents and the police and 
education authorities over the im- 
plementation of the school reform, 
with Its aim of social integration — 
and even by strikes against integra- 
tion at the elementary school level. 
All the authorities concerned — the 
Ministry of Education, the 
municipalities, the Teachers’ Union, 
and even the former education 
minister Aharon Tadlln, MK, who 
now chairs the Knesset Education 
Committee — have condemned the 
parents. They have also spoken 
sanctimoniously about the evil of us- 
ing children as a strike weapon. 

The ministry has lately been talk- 
ing about the importance of parents 
becoming involved in education, as 
in other democratic countries, but it 
has dope nothing to prepare them for 
radical changes in the system. At 
beBt. many parents do not unders- 
tand these changes; at worst they 
strenuously object to them. 

It is undoubtedly a fact that 
middle-class parents in Israel, as 
elsewhere, fear social integration in 
schools because they believe it will 
lower educational standards. Disad- 
vantaged parents, on the other hand, 
demand integration as a right, 
believing that it will raise the 
educational level of their children. 
So far. research both here and 
" abroad has failed to justify either the 
fears of the middle-class or the hopes 
of the less advantaged. Unfortunate- 
ly, nobody at the Ministry of Educa- 
tion has apparently seen fit to tell 
parents of this, and Instead there has 
been a great deal of either high- 
minded, or menacing talk about 
“putting social justice before 
educational achievement.” * . 

According to the most recent 
studies in Israel and the U.S., 
middle-class children in well- 
prepared integrated classes do.no 
worse than in their previous schools. 
Disadvantaged children, for their . 
part, do not achieve more simply by 
being placed in an Integrated 
classroom. Instead of attacking con- 
cerned parents for their In- 
terference, both Mr. Yadlin — who is 
at least partly responsible for the 
present situation — and the Acting 
Director-General of the ministry, 
Eliezer Shmueli, would do well to 
ask themselves why they failed to 
launch an information campaign 
about reform and social integration. 

ISRAEL has one of the most cen- 
tralized and rigid educational 
systems in the world. Former 
ministers of education, notably the 
creator of school reform, the late 
Zalman Aranne, may have had the 
noblest of Intentions, but these went 
with an authoritarian approach. 
There has been some recognition of 
this in recent years, and teachers 
and principals now formally have 
the right to a say in 20 per cent of the 
school curriculum. But there is little 
evidence to show that they h&veused 
this right, perhaps because of the 
habit of so many years of passivity. 

Director-General Shmueli told me 
last week that groups of parents also 
have the right to a say in the school 
curriculum, but this fact has not 
been widely publicized In the 
schools. 

Almost all school programmes are 
laid down to their final detail by the 
ministry's Curriculum Centre in 
Jerusalem, leaving the teacher and 
principal very little room for innova- 
tion. One of the few rights that the ' 
teacher does have is that of slam- 
ming the door in the face of a parent, 
who is not allowed to come into a 
classroom without permission. 

A parent has few ways of seeking 
redress if a child has a bad teacher 
(let alone principal). The Teachers 
Union, which to Its credit does try to 
raise the professional level of its 


members, la still basically a trade 
union. Its strength as a union makes 
it almost Impossible for a tegcher 
with tenure to be sacked — ev& a* 
bad one — unless he has committed a 
criminal or certlflably insane act. 
The same applies to education of- 
ficials. 

Moat Israeli parents know that it is 
unwise to tangle with a teacher. 
Some, who have tried to remedy a 
complaint by normal methods, may 
resort to violence, as has happened 
recently. With this in mind, perhaps 
Yadlin and Shmueli should look 
closely Into the root causes of 
today's confrontations Instead of 
making statements like “Parents 
must clearly understand that they 
cannot have a say in the hiring and 
firing of teachers” or "Decisions 
about school policies must be left to 
professionals” or "The Ministry of 
Education must come down firmly.” 

A CHILD’S Immediate bogeyman is 
his- teacher or principal, but the 
members of these two groups are 
almost powerless In the face of near 
edicts from the Pedagogic 
Secretariat, which makes decisions 
about educational . policy, and the 
Curriculum Centre. There has been 
some move towards decentralisation 
in recent years, and increased power 
has been vested In district super- 
visors. However, both teachers and 
inspectors have complained recently -■ 
that the supervisors. Who may or 
may not have been teachers, are 
remote from ‘the field" and have no 
knowledge of day-to-day problems in 
schools. One of the sharpest school 
confrontations this year. In the 
Jerusalem Hills, has involved com- 
plaints that the district supervisor 
rode roughshod over the wishes of 
parents. 

In the U.S. and Britain, who lead 
the world in educational research, 
theory and innovation, parents, es- 
pecially of disadvantaged children, 
are being brought increasingly into 
school planning. 

Apart from the nation that 
parents, as citizens in a democratic 
society have a right to a say In what 
their children should be doing and 
learning, the involvement of disad- 
vantaged parents has been found 
particularly valuable. 

Getting a disadvantaged mother 
into a classroom means that she may 
subsequently make a real contribu- 
tion to her child’s education. 

It has also led to parents having a 
more positive attitude to school In 
general, and in the U.S. this has 
helped to defuse many conflicts. In- 
volved parents have both enjoyed ex- 
tra curricular activities and have 
helped to carry them out. 

Middle-class parents have an enor- 
mous potential for schools to tap. 
This can he less marked In straight 
teaching (where a teacher stands 
and talks to an assembled class) 
than in individualized instruction, 
which Is becoming more and more 
developed in Israeli elementary 
schools. 

Here parents, either as voluntary 
aides or as paid para-professionals, 
can play an Important role if one 
accepts that a child's educational 
level is directlyrelated, especially in 
the early years, to the amount of per- 
sonal attention he or she gets. 
Properly organized, the more help 
an overburdened teacher and. school 
can get, the better. 

Education Minister Zevuiun 
Hammer has spoken soothingly of 
late about "pluralism,” and he has 
refrained from rebuking parents 
publicly over the Petah -Tikva and 
Tel Aviv school strikes. If his silence 
Is not a case of deliberate fence- 
sitting about sohool reform — if it 
stems from genuine respect for the 
right of parents to make their views 
heard — he will already have made a 
Significant contribution to Israeli 
education. 
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compromise, obliging them to make 
major concessions. He made Israel 
back down formally on its previous 
insistence to conduct talks rally With 
states — in accordance with U.N. 
Security Council resolutions 242 and 
338 — and he made the Arabs con- 
front the necessity of revoking their 
1974 Rabat summit derision, which 
proclaimed the Palestine Liberation 
Organization as the “sole represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people." 

As a result, the answer to who 
represents* the Palestinians might 
not be determined by Israel, or by the 
Arabs — who have in the meantime 

been led to meet halfway on the issue 

— but by the Ametioan President 
This is the real meaning of the 
acknowledgment, by the Carter Ad- 
ministration, of the “legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people" In a 
joint policy statement with the 
Soviet Union. 

AS IN htb geperal approach to the 
Middle East conflict, Mr. Carter has 
been clearly Influenced by the 
Brookings Institute’s concept of a 
solution to the Palestinian issue- Its 
report, which was co-authored by 
National Security adviser Zbigniew . 
Brzerinski. calls for Palestinian self- 
determination, subject to Palesti- 
nian acceptance of the sovereignty 
and integrity of Israel within agreed 
boundaries. 

This, tiie report adds, might take 
the form either of an ‘independent 
Palestinian state accepting the 
obligations and commitment of the 
peace agreement, or of a Palestine 
entity voluntarily federated with 
Jordan but exercising extensive 
political autonomy. 

Although Mr. Carter has not called 
explicitly for the establishment of an 
independent Palestine state, he has 
clearly moved as- far as the 
Brookings report. At the same time 
he officially keeps pledging 
allegiance to Security Council 
resolution 242, which makes no 
provision- for Palestinian political 
demands. 

. Interestingly, the U.S. Information 
Service has distributed the text of a 
recent address by British diplomat 
Lord Caradon arguing the need for a 
new resolution to replace 242 which 
Caradon himself helped author in 
1967. The former UJK. Ambassador 
to the UN calls for the abandonment 
of the “dangerous double delusions” 
that the Palestinians could destroy 
Israel, and that Israel could 
safeguard her security by "creeping 
colonization” or by "concrete en- 
circlement of Jerusalem.’’ and 
“domination by forts and outposts.” 
Caradon suggests that the Security 
GouncU unanimously adopt' a new • 
resolution ensuring: 

( A) Acceptance of the principles of 
Resolution 242, including withdrawal 
of troops from occupied territories 
and the security of all states In the 
area, free from force and threat of 
force.

tablishment, under International 
auspices, of the new Palestine state. 

SUCH PROPOSALS for settling the 
Palestinian' problem are being 
promoted abroad by persons who ap- 
parently do not realise that they are. 
In effect, putting the cart before the 
horse. For a rational discussion of 
the political future of the 
Palestinians cannot be started 
before the final determination of 
borders under an overall peace 
settlement between’ Israel and her 
neighbours. The nature of the* 
political boundaries would deter- 
mine the viability of any Palestinian 
entity, while the security frontiers 
would decide the extent of its 
autonomy. 

The Arab . governments 
themselves seem td be aware of this. 
And they differ among themselves 
on how to resolve the Palestinian 
problem. 

When they speak of total Israeli 
withdrawal they seek to rule out any 
territorial compromise — in par- 
ticular on the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, both of which are more 
important to Israel than Sinai or the 
Golan. And when they speak of 
Palestinian self-determination they 
intend only to keep the West Bankers 
and the Qazans independent of 
Israel. 

But when it comes to pressing for . 
an independent Palestinian .state, 
the Arab governments appear to be 
sitting on their hands even when they 
pay it the lip service necessary to ad- 
vance their own interests vis-arris 
other Arab states, ’ 

The Egyptians, for instance, would 
rather see the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip "formally linked” with 
Jordan, so as to allay Israeli as well 
as Western fears of the possible 
emergence of a Palestinian ex- 
tremism in a wholly independent 
state. At the same time, however. 
President Sadat would like to main- 
tain the option of an Independent 
Palestinian state — possibly 
dominating Jordan rather than the 
other way round — as awhip against 
Jordan's participation In a projected 
federation with Syria. " - ; 

' Sadat suspects that current, moves 
by Assad towards a revival of 
Greater Syria — to include Lebanon. 
Jordan and a “future Palestine” — 
might undermine his own claim to 
leadership in the Arab world.
